They said at least two vil- 
lages on. the western edge of 
the Israeli - occupied west 
bank region have been levelled 
by Israeli. demolition crews and 
bulldozers. 

Other villages were partly de- 
stroyed and some of their young, 
men taken away by the Israeli 
troops, the refugees said, 


CROSS TO JORDAN 


Thousands of refugees have 
crossed into east Jordan since 
the ceasefire. 

The villages’ affected are 
Qalgilye, an agricultural com-| 
munity of 12,000 about 30 miles 
northwest of Jerusalem, and 
Imwas, a village of 3,000 twelve 
miles west of Jerusalem. 

An Israeli spokesman in -Tel 
Aviv has denied charges “that 
Israeli forces had evacuated 
Qualqilye and demolished the 
town. He admitted the town was 
badly damaged, but said this! 
resulted fromthe fighting. °

that Palestinian refugees were 
being herded across the Jordan 
River by Israeli soldiers,

Summit 
Resumes 
Sunday 


GLASSBORO, N.J. (CP) 
—Hopes have risen for U.S.- 
Soviet resolve to mend 
frayed relations as U.S.| 
President Johnson and ‘Pre-| 
mier Kosygin of Russia} 
talked longer than expected 
at a summit meeting and 
then : scheduled a second 
round for Sunday. 


Just how much was accom- 
plished. after. more than five 
hours was unknown. The main 
areas of discussion were the 
Middle East, Vietnam and a 
treaty to curb the spread of nu- 
clear weapons. 

American officials pointed to 
the nuclear treaty as promis- 
ing, with prospects of a draft 
agreement being ready soon for 
Geneva talks. 

_ Also raised—but not empha- 
Sized apparently—was the ques- 
tion of the U.S. and the Soviet 
Union getting involved in a 
costly new nuclear missiles de- 
fences competition. Overhang- 
ing this was China’s test last 
week of a hydrogen bomb— 
much sooner than expected. 

MARK OF FRIENDLINESS 

The friendliness exhibited by 
Kosygin and Johnson was 
marked in this first encounter 
between them. It was the first 
U.S.-Soviet summit conference 
since the late president Ken- 
nedy and former premier’ 
Khrushchev faced each other at 
Vienna in 1961: 

Johnson told 2 Demogdratic 
jgroup in Los Angeles that he 
Jand Kosygin “had agreed. they 
both want ‘‘a world of peace for 
jour grandchildren.” 

He said: “We reached no new 
agreements.”” Then he paused 
and, departing from his pre- 
pared text, added, ‘‘almost, but 
not quite.” 

The air of mutual goodwill— 
publicly at least — contrasted 
with diplomatic bickering that 
finally led up to selection of this 
little college and market town 
as the site, midway between 
Washington and New York and

Johnson did not want to go to 
New York, where Kosygin has 
been fighting at the United.

Whereas a few short weeks ago, 
therefore, Nasser’s terrorists were 
fanatically opposed to pacification by the 
UN, it seems reasonable to assume that 
now, faced with defeat, they will be 
more amenable. 


The Syrian-Israeli froatier: Like it or 
not—and the Arabs definitely do not like 
it—the Israeli seizure of the Golan 
plateau in Syria has produced a more 
stable frontier, erasing several serious 
sources of tension. 

No longer will Syrian guns glare down 
from the hillside at Israeli kibbutzim in 
the northern Jordan valley. No longer 
will Israeli fishermen on the Sea of 
Galilee be~under fire from the eastern 
shore. No longer will the Arabs be able 
to divert the principal headwaters of the 
Jordan. 

It is an imposed solution;and like all 
such solutions, it has its elements of 
injustice: But it is an answer, and it_is 
not likely to be rolled back.

N 1951 only 30 per cent of Quebec's 
population between 15 and 19 years 
was still in school. Even that figure,

30. Among those between 10 and 14 the 
picture was a little better. Percentage in 
school was 89.5. But this again was the 
lowest in Canada. 

It was as high as it was only because 
compulsory education, up to the age of 
14, had finally been enacted under the 
reform government of Adelard Godbout 
in 1943. 

Attempts to bring in compulsory 
education, once in the late 19th century, 
and three times in the early 20th, had all 
been defeated. : 

The effects of this low rate of school 
attendance survive. Even today, 43 per 
cent of Quebec people between _the ages 
of 3 and 30 have seven years’ schooling 
or jess. 


Hampered 


This educational record, its effects on 
the population of Quebec, and the 
philosophy responsible for it, hobble the 
efforts being made today to build an 
effective, .modern school system in 


* Quebec. 


The unwelcome legacy shows up_in 
many ways:' A poorly educated Jabor 
force holds back the economy and 
narrows the base on which taxes are 
raised to pay for school reform. 
Qualified teachers are in short supply. 
Many members of the more than 1,300 
school commissions simply do not have 
the education themselves to understand 
Or cope with the problems they face. 

While the English Protestant minority 
has had its own public school system 
leading on to wmniversity—and the 
Minority’s right to #s own school has 
been scrupulously respected by the 


~ 


majority — the heart of the French 
Roman Catholic system has been the 
classical college, reserved for those 
whose parents could pay the fees. 

The school system that prevailed up 
the present day, and is not entirely gone 
yet, was a modified version of the 
system established in 1856. There were 
publie elementary schools up to: Grade 7 
ariginally. Later Grades 8 and 9, called 


But it was not until 1961 that the 
school commissions were required to 
provide education up through Grade 11 
and, until then, many did not. In any 
ease, for those wanting unrestricted 
access to higher education, the classical 
college was the normal route, after 
Grade 7. 


The classical college provided an 
eight-year course, leaning strongly 
toward Latin, Greek and philosophy 
leading to a diploma called the 
“Baccalaureate of Arts.’’ This “BA” was 
granted by a university with which the 
college was affiliated. 

4 This classical college “B.A.” is 
something of a hybrid. What. it most 
resembles is the baccalaureate, or 
“Bachot” granted by the lycees of 
France, which is in effect a very superior 
form of prolonged secondary school. 

The classical college “B.A.” has been 
the only way into most university 
faculties and, until this year, was a pre- 
requisite for admission to such tradi- 
tional professions as medicine and the 
law. 

This created something of a cul de 
sac at the end of the public secondary 
school for the great majority of children,

When you are at Miracle Beach, go 
for a walk along the top of the beach and 
then work down to the water's edge.

Walk down toward the tide flow: you 
will be able to pick up some of the sand 
dollars and the empty shell of the sea 
urchin.

Stop ‘and Isok at the ripples in the 
sand. The ripples you" see today will 
never be the same again. Every tide 
leaves its own mark on the sand.

There have recently’ been modifica-' 
tions of this system: Since 1954 the first 
four years of the classical college course, 


have been offered in some public high — 


schools. Classical ‘college fees, in the, 
first four grades, have recently been 
paid in part from public funds. And the 
old classical college course’ itself hag 
been drastically changed. » 

Still the glaring difference betweemr 
public and private secondary schools; 
and the uncertain connections between 
secondary school and university, have 
narrowed -the choices open to students 
and condemned many of them to go onte 
the labor market ill-prepared. rer 

In contrast--with this traditional 
system of education in Quebec, the new 
one, about fo start, attempts to provide 
the widest possible degree of choice and 
flexibility, and something closer to a real 
equality of opportunity.

A Product 


Of Wealth

WASHINGTON — Alarming 
rises in juvenile delinquency 
in wealthy nations may be a 
sign of a “revolution of rising 
expectations” among the 
young, a task force report for 
the National Crime Commis- 
sion has suggested. 

Groping for an explanation 
of youth crime in affluent 
societies, crime commission 
consultant Jackson Toby of 
Rutgers University concluded : 

“Poverty cannot ‘cause 
crime but resentment of pov- 
erty can, and, curiously 
enough, resentment of poverty 
is more likely to develop 
among the relatively deprived 
of a rich society than among 
the objectively deprived in a 
poor Society.” 

Toby, a sociologist, found 
that the United States shares 
the vexing delinquency prob- 
lem with other industrialized 
nations with large cities. His 
findings were part of a 428- 
Page supplement to the com- 
mission's “War on Crime” 
report issued in February. 

“The revolution of rising 
expectations is both cause and 
effect of the soaring owner- 
ship of automobiles, television 
sets and radios” in developed 
nations all over the world, 
Toby said. 

He said his studies indicated 
that “people steal, not be- 
cause they are starving, but 
because they are envious, and 
they are more likely to be 
envious of the possessions of 
others in countries with rising 
standards of living.” 


Expect More 


Luxury-producing industrial 
societies distribute goods 
more democratically than 
agrarian societies, only to 
generate expectations of still 
greater equality, Toby said. 

Although feelings of depri- 
vation “‘do not inevitably lead 
to crime,” Toby said afflu- 
ence “‘not only arouses preda- 
tory motives but gives ‘the 
potential predator some pros- 
pect for getting away with it."” 
He said part of the explana- 
tion is the breaking up of 
families because discontented 
wives have the financial cap- 
ability to live apart from their 
husbands. 

Less stable families produce 
more delinquents for one of 
two reasons, Toby said. 
Either a youngster’s dam- 
aged personality leaves him 
prone to violent reactions to 
trivial provocation, or else 
parental neglect leads young 
persons to weak unwholesome 
companionship outside the 
family. 

If the first is true, then there 
is little that can be done about 
some forms of delinquency, 
said Toby, because. “it is 
unlikely that most family 
catastrophes can be preven- 
ted,” and therefore “delin- 
quency may be part of the 
price of living in a rich 
society.” 

There is more hope if the 
cause is the result of family 
breakups that drive youths to 
seek .out their delinquent 
peers, Toby said, because 
“more effective programs of 


designed” to cope with that 
problem. 

Toby added to his list of 
causes the fact that “affluent 
societies are also secular 
societies. The Cistribution of 
goods and services here and 
now is a more important pre- 
occupation than concern wie 
eternal salvation.”

The two men who hold the 
world’s fate in their hands put 
on a silly spectacle this week 
as they played a cat-and- 
mouse game of diplomacy to 
decide whether they should 
meet for taiks 

On the surface it appeared 
a simple matter that since 
Soviet Premier Alexei Kosy- 
gin was in the U.S. to attend 
the United Nations General 
Assembly debate on the 
Middle East he should get 
together with President 
Johnson 

Unfortunately, 
big power 
diplomacy are 
straightforward. 

First it was reported that 
Kosygin wanted Johnson to 
come to New York, but LBJ 
said no, the meeting should be 
in Washington. Fer a time it 
appeared they were locked jin 
this position and no meeting 
would take place. 

As the pressures mounted 
for the summit session one 
report suggested if the two 
men did not get together the 
colt: war would be on again 
and the world headed for 
disaster, which seemed to 
place a bit, too much im- 
portance on the talks. 

In any case the two leaders 
finally came up with the 
obvious solution—they would 
meet halfway between New 
York and Washington in the 
little New Jersey town of 
Glassboro. 

There they met over Junch, 
and for several hours after, 
discussing the Middle East, 
Vietnam, and other matters of 
mutual concern, Rather than 
making hard decisions, how- 
ever, the two men were 
probably more interested’ in 
sizing each other up. They 
will meet again Sunday.

Johnson agreed that Israeli 
troops should be pulled back 
from conquered territory but 
stipulated that such a with- 
drawal would have to be 


accompanied by meaningful 


peace negotiations: 
The U.S. resolution said a 
Peace settlement must 


guarantee the territorial in- 
tegrity of all Middle East 
countries and assure freedom 
of passage through interna- 
tional waterways, specifically 
the Gulf of Aqaba. 

Johnson also called for a 
limitation. on shipment™ of 
weapons to the Mideast, but 
there was mounting evidence 
during the week that the arms 
race is on again. 

Reports from Moscow indi- 
cated the,» Soviet Union has 
agreed. to rebuild the Egyp- 
tian armed forces to their 
strength before the war and 
has already begun delivery of 
MiG jets and tanks. 

France has lifted its em- 
bargo on arms shipments and 
resumed supplying Israel with 
weapons and parts. Israel 
urged the U.S. and Britain to 
end their embargo too, since 
Russia was once again aiding 
the Arabs.

ers is wasted. It only wets the 
surface to a depth of one-half 
inch and then because of the 


temperature of the surface, 
evaporates into the air and is 
lost. In the meantime the 
plant roots are slowly dying in 
a soil that is becoming dryer 
every hour. 

Water. is not the only 
essential in the balanced 
growth of plants, air is just as 
important... 

Terrestrial plants, the ones 
we have in our gardens, need 
alternate periods of compara- 
tive wetness and dryness; the 
wet period of sufficient dura- 
tion for the plants to pick up 
all the water they need, and 
the dryer period to allow air 
to reach the roots for the 
promotion of growth. 

NO SET RULES 


While no set rule can be 
given to suit every soil, every 
location, and every kind of 
planting, we can definitely 
state that better growth and 
healtier plants are found in 
gardens that are thoroughly 
soaked and then left until the 
soil is comparatively dry. 

The length of time that 
should elapse between water- 
ings depends on the moisture 
holding capacity of the soil 
with which the gardener. is

sponges which hold the water 
until the plants are ready to 
imbibe 


Thére is also the ambiguous 
term “thorough soaking” to 
be considered. Here again, the 
length of time needed to 
thoroughly soak one type of 
soil may be much longer than 
is needed for another type. 

In general, it takes from 
four to eight hours continuous 
watering to apply enough to 
penetrate eight to ten inches 
deep, the depth we call the 
“root area.” 

How long it will take in 

your particular, soil can only 
be determined by digging ‘a 
hole between the plants and 
finding out just how deep the 
water has gone. 

OVERNIGHT 

If your soil requires a full 
eight hours” watering at one 
time, it is best to sprinkle 
overnight between the hours 
of 11 p.m. and 7 a.m. 

During this period. the pres- 
sure is high and two or three 
sprinklers can be operated in 
different parts of the garden. 
On the other hand, one 
sprinkler used at night will 
cover two to three times the 
area that can be covered 
during the day when pressure 
is low. 

Aside from the benefit to 
the plants there is the ques- 
tion of water bills. Is it more 
expensive to water on the 
“tittle and often” principle or 
to use the “‘soak and forget” 
method? 

Each gardener must seek 
the answer for himself. Re- 
cords of a: three-year experi- 
ment conducted in adjacent 
gardens showed a sever-dollar 
saving on a 60-day water bill 
in favor of the once-a-month 
method,

Solves Decor Problem

Every family with young children is faced with the problem 
of needing an indoor play area for the kiddies. In summer, the 
problem deesn’t reach the crisis. level, but when the fall rain 
starts again I know that the Savers are going to need a rumpus 
room desperately. Like most rumpus rooms, it is-gomg to double 
as a: TV-area and-a party room. In a room with so many 
functions, interior decoration becomes a great problem. We're 
hardly going to be able to throw a party in a room that has 
junior’s train tracks doing loop-de-loops around the sofa and 
Beatlemania pictures plastered on the walls! 

A room of this nature needs large, fairly portable decoration 
rather than small ornaments. In one store I found just what I 
was needing. It’s called an Italian carboy—it’s an enormous 
smoke-green bottle three feet high and approximately 2% feet in 
diameter. Sitting in a giant woven basket (complete with handles). 
the bottom of this basket is packed with straw to support the 
bottle and to guard against breakage. This wide-necked bottle is 
perfect for large flower arrangements—mine has a tall multi- 
angled branch of pine standing in it. The carboy with basket is 
priced at $15.95. 

The store where I found my carboy is a treasure-house of 
unusual ornaments. The design of thé store itself is that of a 
European wine cellar. Dozens of sparkling wine bottles are 
suspended from the ceiling and the window display is of enor-_ 
mous wine vats and wooden barrels. 

Another unique Item I found is a wrought-iron bottle basket. 
This is made in a contemporary design with antiqued silver leaf 
ornaments. It holds one bottle and is priced at $10.95. A holder in 
a similar. design without decoration is priced at $9.95. 

A portable bar is a very useful -item to have when you're 
throwing a party. The one I found is a three-foot-long fold-away 
wooden rack that will hold nine bottles. You ean set this rack up 
anywhere, and it closes accordion style for easy storage. It is

NEW YORK (CP)—The As- 
sociated Press has delivered to 
U.S, newspapers for use to 
morrow the longest story ever 
moved on AP wires—a 17,000- 
word study. of the Warren 
commission repert on the Ken- 
nedy assassinauon and of the 
works of critics who -have 
challenged the report's findings. 

Keith Fuller. assistant general 
manager of the U.S. news co- 
operative, says AP wanted to 
determine “just what was 
wrong with the Warren report 
and right with its critics,” and 
adds: — 

“We found out and we think 
our readers should know: A lot 
is right about the Warren 
report. And a lot is wrong about 
its critics.” 

The story is the work of AP 
Newsfeatures writers Sid Moody 
and Bernard Gavzer and took 
seven months in research and 
writing. 

Fuller, in a message to 
editors, says AP undertook the 
project as a public service, 
prompted by doubts that have 
arisen in the 244 years since the 
Warren report was. issued. } 

The commission found that 
Lee Harvey Oswald, acting 
alone, was responsible for the 
death of President Kennedy in| 
Dallas, Tex., Nov. 22, 1963. 

Aside from a detailed study of 
the Warren report, and inter 
views..with many of the com- 
mission's senior counsel, the AP 
team studied in particular the 
works of critics Mark Lane, 
who wrote Rush to Judgment, 
and Jay Epstein, author of 
Inquest.

Thirtv'were arrested and 
several were injured as of- 
ficers cleared the crowd 
from the street. 

Johnson, who came in through 
a rear basement entrance, did 
not see any of the estimated 10,- 
00 demonstrators whe marched 
from. a neargy park. 

The demonstration. was the re- 
sult of weeks of planning by 70 
anti-war groups. 

The demonstrators gathered 
in a park about a mile from the 
hotel where Johnson spoke 

Some 1,500 police deployed in 
the hotel area. 


BLOCK ENTRANCE 

At 5 p.m. a crowd of about 100 
blocked the hotel sidewalk. 
When a police officer said they 
were an unlawful assembly 21 
lay down and had to be carried 
away

net going to take over. this city.”
